DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 5, and 6 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While the 
prior art as cited previously teaches the use of a sensed blade cleaning brush for a 
band saw, the combination of these features with the specific arrangement of the sensor 
as amended is not seen or taught in the prior art. It would not have been obvious to 
create a sensing arrangement as claimed. The sensor of the Aihara (5,771 ,765) best 
prior art) reference teaches that the sensor is engaged by a lever which is responsive 
to the brush itself. The present invention requires the lever to be actuated responsive to 
the movement of the brush body (support of the brush) as it is pivoted in response to a 
biasing unit.
